Information Disclosure Statement

Reasons For Allowance 



2. Claims 1-30 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to disclose an efficiency structure of field emission display for improving image brightness 
by comprising a cathode plate, an anode plate having a transparent electrode on a substrate and a 
phosphor on a portion of the transparent electrode, in each pixel; a gate plate having gate holes of 
at least 10 urn and a gate electrode around the top of the gate holes, said gate holes having an 
inclined inner wall; and spacers for supporting the gate plate between the cathode plate and the 
anode plate, wherein the field emitter of the cathode plate is constructed to be opposite to the 
phosphor of the anode plate through the gate holes, and is formed by vacuum packaging as 
required in claim 1. Claims 9, 17 and 24 have a similar allowable feature as claim 1 in that the 
gate plate having gate holes of at least 10 um and a gate electrode around the top of the gate 
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holes, said gate holes having an inclined inner wall; and spacers for supporting the gate plate 
between the cathode plate and the anode plate. 

4. The remaining dependent claims are allowable for at least above reason. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants' 
disclosure. None of recorded prior arts stands alone or combination with others discloses all 
limitation required in claim invention.
